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CASD school board votes to place 
some 5th graders at GHS this fall

One parent attended the fast 
Crawford AuSable school board 
meeting Wednesday night as they met 
to discuss both long and sliort term 
solutions to district overcrowding. 
Complicating the problem is the fact 
that Grayling Middle School, currently 
designed to hold 600 students, will 
have about 698 students next year if 
the current grade five through eight 
configuration is maintained. 

The school board voted to move 
twoor three fifth grade classrooms, as 
called for by space requirements, to 
the high school for the 1992-93 school 
year. The parent present voiced 
concems she heard.in the community 
over this situation and its effects on 
the fifth graders involved. Members 
of the s¢hool board emphasized that 
they had considered alternatives, such 
as split shifts, and found this to be the 
most viable, 


Grayling Middle school principal. 


Michael Branch stated that the fifth 
graders would be the easiest to isolate 
from the older students because they 
change Classrooms infrequently, if at 
all. The younger students would use 
restrooms separately from the older 
students and have a separate lunch 
period. 

The board indicated that the fifth 
grade classes at Grayling High School 
would be included in all extra- 
curricularactivities at Grayling Middle 
School and might actually have 
advantages, such as use of a larger 
gym and a special music program, 
offered due to the circumstances of 
their placement in the high school. 

The board also discussed long-term 
solutions to the problem of 
overcrowding in the district. 
Crawford AuSable School District 
Superintendent Kent Reynolds began 
by describing the condition of Grayling 
High School, indicating that it would 
need eight more classrooms and 


various mechanical renovations 
costing in the area of $4,000,000 just 
to meet the needs of the next few 
years, 

The district had delayed presenting 
a building proposal to the public in 
March due to economic conditions. 
During thisdelay Reynolds spoke with 
experts to seek outideas and long term 
solutions for the district. Reynolds 
presented the board with a plan he 
feels should serve the district well into 
the 21st century as an alternative to 
renovating the high school. 

The plan includes building a new 
high school across the parking lot from 
the current one, maintaining the 
current high school as a middle schooi 
for grades 6-8, using the current middle 
school for grades 3-5, updating 
Frederic Elementary to handle mostof 
the pre-school through second grade 
classes, and using Grayling 
Elementary for special programs, 
storage, and offices, 


Reynolds indicated that the cost of 
such a fong-term plan may be in the 
area of $18,000,000. For voters, this 
may mean approving a three mil tax 
assessment, as opposed to the one mil 
that would be required for basic 
maintenance of the high school. 

Reynolds ended his presentation by 
asking the board’s permission to 
request proposals from various 
architects for executing a long-term 
plan along these lines, indicating that 
such a request did not commit the 
board to action, but could help them 
reach a decision. The board granted 
his request unanimously. 

Ann Stephenson, board secretary, 
said she feit that “this isreal long-term 
planning, in contrast to the past, where 
we've simply tried to get voters to 
give us what we needed currently.” 

The board will be discussing land, 
finances, and other aspects of the 
situation after proposals are received 
and reviewed. 


County, township elected officials 
don't get rich on local tax dollars

With national, state, and local 
elections just around the corner, the 
word on the street is always, “those 
politicians are just in it for the money 
and the benefits.” While that may be 
the case for some national and state 
positions, a closer look at local office 
holders seems toshow that no one gets 
rich on local tax dollars. 

In Crawford County there are fifty- 
five elected officials, both full and 
part-time. Salaries range from a high 
of $41,900 per year for the prosecuting 
attorney to $15 per liquor inspection 
for the constable of Maple Forest 
Township (which has only one 
business that sells liquor). 

County employees account for 
sixteen of the fifty-five while the 
County Road Commission accounts 
for three. Among the townships, most 
elect six officials, including a 
supervisor, clerk, treasurer, two 


trustees, and a constable. 

The Grayling Township Supervisor 
receives the highest salary at $26,046 
per year. Grayling Township has the 
largest population of any township in 


the county; it also encompasses the. 


largest geographical area of any 
township in the lower peninsula. The 
Maple Forest Supervisor receives the 
smallest salary at $3,900 per year. 
Maple Forest has the smallest 
population and is the smallest in area 
ofail county townships. The Grayling 
Township position requires a full-time 
commitment from its supervisor while 
Maple Forest does not. | 

All township supervisors, clerks, and 
treasurers have a portion of their 
salaries set aside for retirement at age 
sixty-five or upon loss of election, but 
only Grayling and Frederic townships 
provide health insurance programs, 
County officials receive either health 
insurance or a yearly annuity if they so 


Board of education 
sets five-year goals

Crawford: AuSable School District 
Superintendent Kent Reynolds 
presented the key components of the 
school district’s next strategic action 
plan, which covers the next five years, 
at last Wednesday's board mecting.

Reynolds presented a tentative new 
management structure for Crawford-

communication, The base of this new 
structure would be individual school 
improvement teams, each of which 
would be represented on a district 
improvement team, Another strategy 
for improving communications being 
looked at seriously is the hiring of a 
community relations person to handle 


a variety of tasks from writing news 
releases and updating the district 
handbook to making presentations to 
key community organizations.

Foote was a wildlife biologist with 
the Michigan Department of Naturai 
Resources for 27 years before tuming 
fuiltime to painting and carving. An 
avid ruffed grouse hunter, he has 
generously contributed his artwork to 
support the society’s fund-raising 
programs. 

One of Foote’s notable art pieces 
that first highlighted his close 
association with the society was the 
organization’s 1979 conservation print 
and stamp, the inaugural edition of the 
society’s stamp/prints. The print 
edition, depicting two grouse, sold out 
rapidly, and Foote’s work has been in 
demand by Ruffed Grouse Society 
members ever since. He also created 
the painting of two woodcock for the 
society’s 1986 stamp/print. 

With the support of its members in 
local units, such as the Jim Foote 
Chapter, the Ruffed Grouse Society 
helps improve forest habitat 
throughout ruffed grouse range. The 
work accomplished to benefit ruffed 
grouse also enhances the habitat for 
American woodcock and many other 
kinds of forest wildlife. 

In one of its major programs the 
Society is cooperating withpublic land 
managers (responsible for national 
forests, national refuges and state and 
county forests) to improve habitat on 
designated sites.
